INDIAN HEAD CENT 1856 to 1909 

W102 9003 VF $25 FIRST EDITION (1940-41) - Extremely rare; some wrinkles on the end flap and pen writing at most of the openings 

W185 9003 VF $16 1942-44 printing; end flap slightly wrinkled but otherwise quite clean 

W104 9003 VF $15 1942-44 printing; one opening partially torn and visible on the back; glossy, bright covers 

LINCOLN HEAD CENT STARTING 1909 

W106 9004 VF $25 FIRST EDITION (1940-41); 1940 first printing!; extremely rare; end flap partially reinforced with clear tape; name written on same 

W108 9004 VG-F $6 1944 printing; one opening partially torn and visible on front; dates added in pen; half of spine length reinforced with clear tape 

W187 9004 F $12 1945 printing; very clean overall, but end flap has had a name cut off it at top 

LINCOLN HEAD CENT 1909 to 1945 

W109 9004 VF-NM $21 1945 printing; spine lightly worn, but otherwise near new; rare so nice 

W192 9004 F $12 1948-49 printing; one-inch long splits at bottom of spine and end flap; final printing with the 1945 concluding date and quite rare 

W193 9004 VF $18 1948-49 printing; one opening dimpled and end flap has a light fold; final printing with the 1945 concluding date and quite rare 

LINCOLN HEAD CENT 1909 to 1940 

W114 9004 VF-NM $13 1947-49 printing; one pen mark on first page, but otherwise like new; rare so nice 

LINCOLN HEAD CENT STARTING 1946 

W116 9030 VF $20 1946 printing; perhaps the rarest title in the line; spine has a small tear, and dates are written beneath most openings 

LIBERTY HEAD NICKEL 1883 to 1913 

W120 9004 F-VF $9 1948-49 printing; sticker removal scuff on first page; faint crease on end flap; otherwise nice 

W121 9004 VF-NM $16 1948-49 printing; 3/4” separation at bottom of spine, but otherwise like new 

BUFFALO NICKEL 1913 to 1938 

W194 9008 VF-NM $28 FIRST EDITION (1940-41) - This extremely rare folder features the glossy, “alligator skin” paper that was lost to the shortages of 

World War II; there’s a %” inch at the bottom of the spine and a ripple on the end flap, but this beauty is otherwise like new 
W124 9008 VF-NM $15 1945-46 printing; this one is near perfection, but there’s something shiny at the very bottom of the back cover; rare so nice 

W125 9008 F $8 1945-46 printing; some scuffing near the bottom of the front cover; a pen mark on the first page; vendor-stamped on the end flap for 

Colonial Coin & Stamp Shop in Cleveland 
W190 9008 NM $20 1948-49 printing; pristine and rare this nice 

W127 9008 VF $10 1950 printing; almost like new; there’s a neat, but sharp vertical crease in the end flap 

JEFFERSON NICKEL STARTING 1938 

W128 9008 VF-NM $27 FIRST EDITION (1940-42) - Extremely rare first printing from 1940; except for some dates neatly written on the first two pages, this 

folder looks unused 

WOO 9008 VF $13 1943 printing; sticker removal scuff on front cover; otherwise very clean 

W134 9008 NM $22 1948 printing; this is not a rare title, but it’s almost never found without damage or writing 

W189 9008 VF-NM $16 1948 printing; would be full NM but for a small edge bump at the bottom of the back 

W136 9008 NM $9 1950 printing; this one appears unused and has just faint spine wear 

LIBERTY SEATED DIME 1863 to 1891 

W139 9012 NM $20 1948-49 printing; a scarce title in near perfect condition 

BARBER DIME 1892 to 1916 

W141 9013 VF $12 1946-47 printing; looks NM outside, but the openings have a touch of discoloration 

W142 9013 VF-NM $16 1948-49 printing; no writing or damage; just a bit of spine wear 
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MERCURY DIME STARTING 1916 

W143 9014 F-VF $10 1942 printing; one partial tear visible on back; spine and end flap reinforced with blue vinyl tape; some writing inside 

MERCURY DIME 1916 to 1945 

W145 9014 VF $13 1945 printing; crease in end flap and light stain at bottom of first page; otherwise quite nice 

W147 9014 VF $12 1948-49 printing; couple of ink marks on end flap 

ROOSEVELT DIME STARTING 1946 

W150 9029 F $7 1949 printing; a couple of punctures visible from the back; three dates added in ink 

MORGAN QUARTER 1892 to 1905 

W151 9015 VF $17 1942-44 printing; very clean overall; a bit of dried adhesive at extreme left of the cover; a small bit of paper missing between pages 

BARBER QUARTER 1892 to 1905 

W153 9015 VF-NM $15 1946-47 printing; very clean; just a little chipping of the paper at the bottom of the back 

W154 9015 VF-NM $15 1947-48 printing; this one is full NM, aside from some light adhesive residue within one opening 

BARBER QUARTER 1906 to 1916 

W184 9016 NM $20 1946-47 printing; seldom seen this nice; vendor stamped for Morton Stamp Company in St. Louis 

W156 9016 VF-NM $16 1947-48 printing; looks NM, but there’s a very neat crease in the end flap 

LIBERTY STANDING QUARTER 1916 to 1930

WASHINGTON QUARTER STARTING 1932 

W162 9018 VF-NM $24 FIRST EDITION (1940-42) 1941 printing; extremely rare; a small patch of black sticker residue on front; a few dates neatly added 

WASHINGTON QUARTER 1932 to 1945 

W163 9018 NM $22 1947-48 printing; evidently unused and extremely clean 

WASHINGTON QUARTER STARTING 1946 

W164 9031 VF-NM $15 1947 printing; looks NM, but dates have been added in pen for all coins after 1947 

W166 9031 VF $11 1947 printing; penciled dates have been neatly erased; vendor stamped for Colonial Coin & Stamp Shop in Cleveland 

MORGAN HALF DOLLAR 1892 to 1903 

W167 9019 VF-NM $19 1942-44 printing; rare so nice; this early printing includes the 1892-0 Micro O variety, omitted shortly afterward 

BARBER HALF DOLLAR 1892 to 1903 

W169 9019 VF-NM $16 1946-47 printing; tiny tear visible on the front; light stain at one opening; otherwise exceptionally clean 

W181 9019 NM $22 1946-47 printing; the only sign of use on this folder is a light crease in the end flap 

BARBER HALF DOLLAR 1904 to 1915 

W171 9020 NM $23 1946-47 printing; single, tiny chip in the face paper at bottom of front 

LIBERTY STANDING HALF DOLLAR 1916 to 1936 

W172 9017 VF $13 1942-44 printing; half-inch vertical lines neatly drawn in pen next to several openings; otherwise very clean 

W186 9017 VF-NM $15 1948-49 printing; looks NM overall but with slight chipping of the paper on the bottom of the back cover 

LIBERTY STANDING HALF DOLLAR STARTING 1937 

W175 9027 VF $14 1944 printing; no dates added, which is extremely rare; some adhesive residue at spine; a tiny puncture visible on the back 

W188 9019 VF $12 1946 printing; clean overall, but there’s a quarter-inch split at the bottom of the spine 

CANADIAN SMALL CENT 1920 to DATE 

W179 9062 VF $10 1950 first printing; no dates added, which is extremely rare; very clean, aside from a partially torn opening visible on front 

UNITED STATES COIN TYPE COLLECTION (box set) 

W180 9062A,B,C VF $35 1948 printing; includes two folders, a type coin booklet and a slip cover, all as issued; both folders are VF, but the first has some staining 

inside; the booklet has some tiny speckles on the front that seem to be removable; the slip cover is sturdy but worn at the corners; rare

LINCOLN PENNY ALBUM (starting 1909) 

D101 2 VF $13 1941 printing; three later dates added neatly in pen; another couple pen marks inside and one on front cover 

D102 2 VF-NM $18 1941 printing; no dates added, which is very rare; lower right corner faintly bent; otherwise splendid 

D126 2 F-VF $10 1941 printing; a few mintmarks added at end in pen 

LINCOLN PENNY ALBUM From 1930 

D109 2a F-VF $10 1945 printing; no damage, but there are many dates added in pen 

LIBERTY NICKEL ALBUM (includes Shield Nickels) 

Dill 3 VF $14 1939-40 printing; close to NM, but with a few faint scuffs on front at upper right 

D113 3 VF-NM $16 1941-45 printing; very clean and close to NM 

BUFFALO NICKEL ALBUM 

D114 4 VF-NM $16 1941-45 printing; so close to NM; vendor stamp for L. E. Armant in Binghamton, NY 

D123 4 F $7 1941-45 printing; spine partially split at bottom 

GENERAL NICKEL ALBUM 

D117 51 F-VF $11 1940 first printing; barely used, but with some dates added and light scuffs on front cover at bottom; rare title 

LIBERTY DIME ALBUM 

D124 6 VF $14 1941-45 printing; spine a bit worn, but no writing or damage; this title is rarely seen even this nice 

MERCURY DIME ALBUM 

D118 6 F-VF $8 1941-45 printing; net graded from NM due to moisture stain at top of spine and affecting pages 

GENERAL DIME ALBUM 

D110 52 VG-F $8 1946 printing; one partially torn opening, several wrinkles and light staining; rare title 

LIBERTY HEAD QUARTER ALBUM 1892-1903 

D104 7 VF-NM $21 1940 first printing; back cover light creased, but otherwise like new 

LIBERTY HEAD QUARTER ALBUM 1904-1916 

D115 8 NM $24 1941-45 printing; almost no sign of use and very rare as such 

D116 8 VF $15 1941-45 printing; light scratch near top of front, but otherwise quite clean 

D127 8 VF-NM $17 1946-47 printing with deeply textured orange cover; one opening dimpled but not torn 

LIBERTY STANDING QUARTER ALBUM 

D105 9 F-VF $12 1940 first printing; no damage or writing, but the spine and corners are too worn for a higher grade 

D128 9 VF-NM $16 1946-47 printing; cream colored pages; as clean as these come 

WASHINGTON QUARTER ALBUM 

D122 10 F $7 1945 printing; some writing on front cover; light scuff at upper right; vendor stamped for Globe Stamp Store in Berkeley, CA 

LIBERTY HEAD HALF DOLLAR ALBUM 1904-1915 

D108 12 VF-NM $16 1941-45 printing; very clean overall with shallow scuff at lower right of front cover 

D121 12 VF-NM $15 1946-47 printing; faint stain on front cover at upper right 

LIBERTY STANDING HALF DOLLAR ALBUM 1916-1934 

D120 14 F-VF $10 1941-45 printing; one partially torn opening and some light scuffing on back 

D107 14 VF $14 1946 printing; spine a bit worn; some writing inside but still pleasing 

LIBERTY STANDING HALF DOLLAR ALBUM From 1935 

D119 15 VF $14 1946 printing; nicer than usually seen for this title, which often has dates added 

COMMEMORATIVE HALF DOLLAR ALBUM 

D106 16 F-VF $12 1946 printing; 40 unprinted openings; this is actually NM, but a previous owner crossed out COMMEMORATIVE and wrote 

FRANKLIN; the dates for same have been written in pen at the openings; scarce title

INDIAN CENT PREMIUM ALBUM 

0101 101-A F $10 Tiny check marks at some openings; sticker removal scuff on front cover; one-inch separation of spine at bottom 

LINCOLN CENT PREMIUM ALBUM 

0104 102-A NM $28 1947 printing; so rare this nice 

BUFFALO NICKEL PREMIUM ALBUM 

0105 104-A NM $29 Absolutely pristine and so rare thus 

LIBERTY HEAD DIME PREMIUM ALBUM 

0103 105-A VF-NM $20 Looks NM overall, but the spine is lightly worn
